Here are some facts and figures on parts that we know you 
will be anxious to read. Please study them and you will know 
exactly what we all face if we want reasonably priced parts 
with the Club making little or no profit, which is fine with 
us!

To read the above table on how much it costs to produce 
the 1957 parking lite lens, simply read across each line 
starting with the number ordered to the total cost each. As 
you can see, to order 100 '57 lenses the price each is $40.75! 
or $81.50 a pair! Ridiculous right? Even 500 is $8.75 each, 
no way, right? Now 1000 is getting there, $4.7? each or $9.50 
per pair, but this is still too high for us! Let's go to 1500 
pieces ordered which would be $3.41 each or $6.82 a pair. 

Better still is 2000 orders, which would be only $2.75 each or 
$5.50 a pair. 2000 '57 parking lenses is only 1000 pairs or 
only 1000 '57 Chevy owners buy ing them and you can have them 
for $5.50 a pair! If 1000 surveys come in with '57 park lito 
lens on it we will do it and your cost will be $5.50 a pair!

As you can see, to 

order 100 front left floorpans is 

an in- 


credible *88 each. 500 is $32.00 each. Too much? 1000 is 
$25 each. Now we 1 re getting there! 1500 is only $22.66 which 
is cheaper than you can have a metal shop cut out your rust & 
replace with sheet metal. And when finished, the sheet metal 
will buckle and "pop" when stepped on. Our proposed floorpan 
will be steel with the correct 6 ridges in it to provide not 
only strength, but prevent the buckle and pop. We have never 
seen a hump rust, and almost never will the seat support part 
of the floorpan rust - so therefore we propose to do the 
floorpan in four sections: FRONT LEFT, FRONT RIGHT, REAR LEFT 
AND REAR RIGHT. This will solve the rust problem of the floor 
boards that many, many 1 55- 1 56- 1 57 Chevys have. It would be 
near impossible to stamp out the whole floorpan because the 
cost would be too high and it would be hard to ship to you. 

The front of all models of Classics are the same, and our 
floorpan would go from the gas pedal to the seat, and from the 
hump to the rocker panel ready to be welded in. Do you want 
such a panel?? We think it is a must to save 1000‘s of cars. 
If 1500 of you members check front left floorpan on the survey 
we will do them and your cost will be $22.66. Next will be 
the front right, then the rear. Remember to check your body 
style; as the rear floorpans are diffferent for some models.

survey, you can buy them for $30 each or $60 pair. 1000 mem¬ 
bers ordering ‘55 tailite rings would be $21 each or $42 a 
pair. Look at how the die cost comes down fast as the 
quantity is increased. This is what we are counting on as far 
as quantity goes. We have the membership now to provide such 
quantity orders of 1000, 1500, 2000 which is what we have to 
have to get the price down so that everyone can afford to 
restore his Classic at reasonable prices. If you do not tell 
us what parts you want on the survey, we obviously can't get 
started on the project, let alone get quotes from manufacturers 
who will make the parts. Think about the example part above. 

We will do it if you will support us in the 1000 order "range".

UPDATE 

To date the Grillbar orders have been coming in slowly, 
too slowly. Let us say right here, a super thanks to the 
hundreds of you who have ordered your Grillbar and supported 
the project. You are appreciated and will not be forgotten! 

Members, how serious are you on the Grillbar? We all 
want G.M. to make parts for us, but we must start somewhere. 

We started with the Most Wanted part on your first survey. 

No matter what the cost, we need 1500 orders or G.M. will 
not consider doing any project . We cannot count on them to 
do any project, but we must count on you to give them the

All Passenger Cars 



1. Remove the screw holding the garnish molding 
escutcheon plate at the center of the windshield. 
Discard the screw. 

2. Remove the screws holding the left hand garnish 
molding below the windshield, and lift the molding 
out. 

3. Lay the wire in the exposed trough of the instru¬ 
ment panel, allowing the socket end at the center 
of the windshield to extend up about three inches. 

4. Route the terminal end of the wire to the left end 
of the trough, then down through the left side of the 
instrument panel to the side trim panel, and clip 
in place, as shown. 


5. Add connector to wire terminal and connect wire 
as shown. 

6. Replace the garnish molding and secure with the 
same screws. 

7. Put the compass bracket in place over the es¬ 
cutcheon plate, and fasten both parts to the garnish 
molding with the special screw furnished in the pack¬ 
age. 

8. Position the compass in the mounting bracket 
and fasten with the two screws. 

9. Insert the light bulb and socket into the compass.

After installation, check the compass to determine 
if the instrument gives an accurate reading. This 
must be done outside, away from steel constructed 
buildings, etc. 

1. Turn the car to face North as accurately as the 
direction can be determined, with the car wheels 
in a straight ahead position. 

2. Remove the compass compensator cover from the 
bottomof the compass by placing the index and middle 
finger at the rear of the cover and the thumb at the 
front. Press yoUr thumb inward and pull the cover 
down from the compass body. 


3. With the transmission selector in neutral and the 
doors closed, start the engine and run the engine 
at a speed equal to approximately 20 miles per hour. 

4. Turn the wheel, shown in methods “A M and “B” 
to the left so that the magnets are straight up and 
down, which is the neutral position. 

5. Read the compass. If the reading falls within two 
marks of N or within three marks of <4 S M as shown 
above, follow Method “A M to adjust the compass 
compensation. If the reading is beyond the above 
marks, follow Method “B” to adjust the compass 
compensation.
